Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: During the course of the interview, the representative presented some key features 
called "X-sheets", which the representative contemplates as not taught by the W3c reference. To further any possible 
amendment to the subiect matter revolving about a formula to be resolved inside cells, which the examiner deems not 
non-obvious in view of the prior art, some recommendations were introduced such as to impart a context flow of data 
into the cell processing system/tool and out therefrom, with emphasis on structural elements linked to clearly recited 
programmatic components that make use of to process, and modify the claimed structures. Also discussed was that 
the processing of the cells (as claimed) has to be worded as having a purpose and mechanism substantiated by the 
disclosure that would overcome any hint for obviousness (e.g. processing of a formula inside a tagged XML or 
stylesheet too well-known), and regarding the intent as to find more material to better represent the claimed subiect 
matter it was mentioned that, should the Applicant's Provisional Application be used to reinforce the current 
disclosure based on which to resubmit a supplemental Amendment, it would be safe (for the Applicant) to state that 
no new matter were added, via showing from pertinent MPEP rules; and that, as stated by the Examiner no Office 
Action will be taken until such time when the supplemental submission would be filed. .

Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (IVIPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview IVIust be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies 
which bear directly on the question of patentability.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,
